The ox-Namboi Mogistratew Pui King 
Fook, who has been detained in Blacao 
ponding an investigation by the Por- 
tugucwe authorities inte tho charges 
made against him, has been handed 
oyar to tho Chinese nuthorities. It 


Fook fled to Macao to eseape being tried 
by tho Chinoso for several crimes, which he 


tracked to the Portuguese town the Chinese 
applied to the Portuguese Governmont for 
his oxtradition, 


ox-Namhoi Magistrate, and at 9 a.m. on 
the morning of August 4 he was delivered 
on board, and taken to Canton. Tt was 
not until garly morning on August ‘6 that 
tho torpedo boat arrived st Oanton, and 
Pui was handed into the care of a Military 
guard, nuobering over 100 soldiers. They 
conducted bim tothe Viceroy’s Ya- 
men, where tho Treasuror, Chief Judge, 


and the Magistrates of Nambhoi and Pun U 
wore uwaiting him. Pui was forthwith 
handcuffed and confined to the Namboi 
gaol undor a strong guard, two officers be- 
tng epocially appointed to watch him. 
Owing to tho fact that most of prisiners 
at proxent incarcerated in the Namboi 
prison aro victimg of the ox-Namboi Magis- 
trate, tho Ohinoxe Ufficiale were somewhat 
concerned bout his anfety.
